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Doctor fears super-surgeries will privatise health care 


GPs HAVE hit out at con¬ 
troversial 'polyclinics’ 
saying they will lead to 
privatisation of primary 
care and wipe out person¬ 
al relationships with 
patients. 

Polyclinics, or super-surgeries, 
which offer a wide range of med¬ 
ical services, including dentistry 
and diagnostic tests, were pro¬ 
posed by Lord Darzi, a junior 
health minister during his review 
of the NHS in London. 

He called for a network of 150 
centres across the capital but now 
ministers want another 150, re¬ 
named as GP-led health centres 
because they offer less services, 
across England. 

Dr Paul Hobday, the Kent 
spokesman for the British 
Medical Association (BMA), said: 
“The idea is the amalgamation of 
smaller practices into large clin¬ 
ics, which would mean deperson¬ 
alisation of care and reduce the 
continuity of care. It would see 
local GPs put out of business.” 

However, the county’s Primary

Care Trusts (PCTs), which are 
responsible for providing the new 
clinics, say they will not lead to 
the closure of existing GP surger¬ 
ies and will make it easier for 
patients to see a doctor. 

West Kent PCT plans to open a 
health centre staffed by three 
GPs in the Dartford area, which 
will be open from 8am to 8pm 
seven days a week. 

Swale and Thanet will see sim¬ 
ilar GP-led health centres open 
under Eastern and Coastal Kent 
PCT’s plans. 

The trusts say they will listen to 
members of the public about 
what kinds of services they would 
want to see in the new health 
centres. 

Writing for a Sunday newspa¬ 
per, Health Secretary Alan 
Johnson said: “No current GP 
practices will be closed, as the 
new services will be in addition to 
existing ones and come with extra 
money. Most important, our 150 
GP-run health centres will offer 
patients appointments and walk- 
in services without registration, 


so families can make use of them 
while they remain registered 
with their existing GP. 

“I reject totally the inaccurate 
claim we are cutting or closing 
services.” 

But Dr Hobday, who runs a 
practice in Sutton Valence near 
Maidstone, said GPs across the 
county feared for the future for 
their patients and surgeries. 

“The Government has put their 
orders out for one polyclinic in 
every PCT - this is only the 
beginning,” he said. 

“I know GPs in Ramsgate and 
West Kent who feel their prac¬ 
tices will gradually wither on the 
vine and are very worried about 
their patients.” 

The Conservatives claim more 
than 1,700 surgeries around the 
country will be lost and Dr 
Hobday believes this is 
“inevitable”. 

Using a model based on plans 
for London, the Conservatives 
have calculated the average extra 
distance patients will have to 
travel when polyclinics are 
introduced.

Outrage as 

Seeda chief 

sp ends £50k 
on car travel

AN UNELECTED planning boss 
spent more than £50,000 on taxis 
and travel in the last 12 months - 
for the second year in a row. 

James Braithwaite, part-time chairman of 
the South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda), came under fire after he ran 
up fares of £53,803 on journeys across eight 
counties - a figure even higher than last 
year’s controversial bill. 

And the official - who claims he travels 
35,000 miles a year - is only contracted to 
work three days a week in his post, which is 
funded by taxpayers. 

It means 55-year-old Mr Braithwaite - who 
has in the past claimed £93,000 for “secretar¬ 
ial expenses” - spends £340 a day on execu¬ 
tive car and taxi hire. 

Mr Braithwaite, who is paid £76,000 a year, 
was criticised by campaign group the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, which called for him to

resign. Spokesman Mark Wallace said: “It is 
staggering that he has not only ignored criti¬ 
cism of his spending last year, but has actual¬ 
ly increased it. He has shown complete con¬ 
tempt and should consider stepping down. 

“Unelected bodies like Seeda are riding 
roughshod over the taxpayer. Mr Braithwaite 
is an appalling example of this.” 

The figures were revealed under Freedom 
of Information laws after a request from 
Liberal Democrat MP Norman Baker. 

Mr Baker, who represents Lewes, said: 
“People like Mr Braithwaite are given 
enormous powers and unlimited access to 
public budgets and no-one, apart from the 


Secretary of State, can remove them.” 

The Freedom of Information Act request 
revealed that Seeda spent £4,032 on taxis 
and £49,276 for Mr Braithwaite’s driver and 
car in the year up to March 2008. 

In 2006 Mr Braithwaite was attacked for 
spending £51,489 on executive car journeys, 
to attend strategic planning meetings. 

His job is to promote the region to big busi¬ 
ness, encouraging firms to invest in develop¬ 
ment projects such as the Thames Gateway. 

But the 2006 figure was more than his 
counterparts in the eight other regional agen¬ 
cies combined. 

But Mr Braithwaite defended his travel 
bills, saying he does 35,000 miles a year in 
the largest region in the country 

Seeda covers Kent, Berkshire, 
Buckinghamshire, Hampshire, the Isle of 
Wight, Oxfordshire, Surrey and East and 
West Sussex, an area of 19,000 sq km. 

He told BBC Southern Counties Radio: “I 
have to look after eight million people, and 
700,000 businesses, of which I try to visit as 
many as possible. 

“I’m also on call to ministers and MPs. I do 
travel by train when I possibly can, but if I’m 
in a town and I want to visit one business 
after another, I have to use a car.” 

A Seeda official said Mr Braithwaite 
worked more than his contracted three days 
a week and car transport was a “cost-effective 
use of his working time”. 

She said: “He uses public transport where 
possible, but very often car travel is the only 
option. He uses a car and driver as a mobile 
office, making calls and reading working 
papers while on the go.”

According to the Tory figures, patients in 
Ashford would have to travel an extra three 
miles to see their GP, which is the highest 
extra distance in the county. 

The BMA has been running a campaign 
called Save Your Surgery and a 1.2 million- 
strong patient petition was handed into 10 
Downing Street on Thursday. 

Dr Hobday added: “I have never met a 
patient who has been in favour of this. We are 
disgusted by Alan Johnson saying it is just 
the BMA scaremongering. 

“It’s not and they will find that out at the 
next election. It is all parts of the medical pro¬ 
fession and most NHS staff. I don’t know any 
who are in favour. It’s scandalous.” 

The King’s Fund, a health think-tank, pro¬ 


duced a report warning that centralising GP 
services into polyclinics would make it more 
difficult for patients to visit their doctor, espe¬ 
cially those living in rural areas. 

Doctors’ leaders say the style of bidding 
needed to be awarded contracts for polyclinics 
will mean large commercial corporations will 
be more likely to win them, leading to a com¬ 
mercialisation of patient care in the 
community. 

Dr Gary Calver, who runs a surgery in 
Folkestone, said: “Local practices are essen¬ 
tially about the service for local patients, but 
the demands of a large corporation are 
answering to their shareholders - they have 
to make a profit. We don’t think it’s right that 
profits are made from the public purse.” 

Dr Hobday said: “They will be run by people 


like Virgin Health and other commercial com¬ 
panies. It will mean less continuity of care, 
with patients seeing different doctors every 
time. 

“They will be looking at a symptom rather 
than a whole patient. And family orientated 
practices cannot co-exist next to a huge 
polyclinic.” 

He added that what had begun as “creep¬ 
ing privatisation” had turned into full-blown 
plans to privatise primary care, accusing the 
Government of answering to big businesses 
rather than patients. 

But a spokeswoman for West Kent PCT 
said the contract for the Dartford centre 
would be awarded to the bidder whose pro¬ 
posal best served the community and met the 
criteria.

‘Free’ Big Weekend 
cost the BBC £1.4m

THE RADIO 1 Big Weekend 
cost £1.4 million, the BBC has 
revealed. 

The free, two-day event at Mote Park, 
Maidstone, last month featured musicians 
including Madonna, The Kooks and Fatboy 
Slim. 

In answers to Freedom of Information 
requests from Kent on Sunday, the BBC 
said this week that the event cost £900,000 
to stage and broadcast and £500,000 to 
televise. 

But the BBC refused to say what special 
requests were made by stars appearing at 
the mini-festival. 

The corporation stressed that the event 
was a big success. It generated 75 hours of 
television programming, which was 
watched by seven million viewers on 
BBC1, BBC2 and BBC3, they said. 

The BBC said most of Radio l’s 13.4 mil¬ 
lion listeners each week will have heard 


some content from the May 10-11 event, 
which also generated 59 hours of radio pro¬ 
gramming. More than 127,000 viewers 
timed into online videos shot at Mote Park 
on the BBC’s iPlayer site, while there were 
an estimated 1.16 million users of the Red 
Button TV service. 

On top of that, there were more than 
200,000 unique users to the BBC’s Radio 1 
Big Weekend website in the week after the 
event. 

Amanda Ashton, the BBC’s head of 
audio and music business unit, said: “In 
addition, there was a substantial amount 
of online content, including 1,700 photos, 
an estimated five hours of DJ videos and 
20 hours of band performance videos. 

“In the circumstances, we believe the Big 
Weekend was extremely cost-effective.” 

The BBC confirmed that none of the 
artists was paid. However, they would not 
answer a question about what special 
requests were made by musicians. 

Ms Ashton said: ‘We will not be provid¬ 
ing this information as we consider it is not 
covered by the Freedom of Information 
Act. 

“Even if it was covered by the Act, it 
would be exempt from disclosure.”

MP Gale lauds ‘brave’ 
Davis over resignation 


NORTH Thanet MP Roger Gale has 
described shadow home secretary David 
Davis’s move to stand down from Parliament 
and fight a by-election as “a brave decision 
taken by a very brave man in 
the national interest”. 

Mr Gale, pictured, who 
served as Tory vice-chairman 
under Mr Davis and who has 
worked in support of his lead¬ 
ership campaigns, said: “It is 
typical of the man that I have 
come to know to put the inter¬ 
ests of his country before the 
interests of his party and 
above any personal interests 
or ambitions.” 

Mr Davis’s resignation will 
force a by-election in his 
Haltemprice and Howden constituency, 
which he will fight on the controversial issue 
of the new 42-day terror detention limit. 

Mr Gales said: “David feels very strongly, 
and rightly, that the liberties and the free¬ 
doms of the individual have, under this 
Government, been eroded to the point of dan¬ 
ger and as a consequence he believes that a 
stand has to be made. 

“By putting his own career and reputation 
on the line, he has created the opportunity 
for the electorate to send a clear message to 
the Prime Minister without placing the 
wider interests of the Conservative party in 
jeopardy. 

“I hope and believe David’s constituents 
will take pride in the fact that they are rep¬ 


resented by an MP who is prepared to stand 
up for their historic rights and values and 
that they will send him back to Westminster 
with an overwhelming majority.” 

In the Commons on 
Wednesday night, Medway 
MP Bob Marshall-Andrews 
was Kent’s only Labour rebel 
during the vote on the 42-day 
terror detention legislation. 

The Government won the 
vote by a majority of just nine 
after Ulster Unionists backed 
the controversial legislation. 

Maidstone and The Weald 
Tory MP Ann Widdecombe 
defied her party leadership to 
support the Government. The 
legislation is expected to be 
rejected by the House of Lords later this year, 
where Labour does not have a majority. 

South Thanet Labour MP Stephen 
Ladyman said: “The Tories failed to put coun¬ 
try before politics when they had to vote on 
the terrorism bill. Now they are falling apart. 
David Davis is showing David Cameron that 
he has no respect for his leadership with this 
silly stunt. 

“Even if this was a serious political gesture, 
David Davis has a 15,000 majority in 
Haltemprice over the Liberal Democrats, 
who have said they won’t fight. 

“They have an 11,000 lead over Labour, so 
whatever the issue, he can’t lose. Don’t let 
anyone seriously try and say this is about 
principle - it’s about showboating.”

Ferry good deal 

P&O Ferries has ordered two new huge 
ships for its Dover-Calais service. 

The first ship will enter service in 
December, 2010, and the second in 
September, 2011, replacing the Pride of 
Dover and the Pride of Calais. 

At 49,000 tonnes, the ships will be the 
largest ferries ever to operate in the short sea 
sector and, at 210m, will be the largest ships 
capable of fitting into the Channel ports. 

The 360 million euros order has been 
placed with Finnish shipbuilder, Aker Yards. 

With space for more than 160 lorries they 
will double the freight carrying capacity of 
the ships they are replacing and will have a 
third vehicle deck for up to 250 tourist cars. 


GRAMMAR schools have been 
blamed after Kent was revealed 
as the bottom county in the coun¬ 
try for meeting the Government’s 
latest exam targets. 

Even Kent County Council said the selec¬ 
tive schooling system was the reason 33 
schools across the county failed to meet a 
benchmark of 30 per cent of pupils achiev¬ 
ing at least five good GCSEs, including 
English and maths. 

Ed Balls, the Schools Secretary, launched 
the National Challenge strategy on Tuesday, 
pledging £400 million to help local authori¬ 
ties and schools meet the target by 2011. 

He sparked anger from teachers and edu¬ 
cation workers after naming and shaming 
the 638 schools nationally that are current¬ 
ly failing to meet the target. 

Cllr Chris Wells, KCC’s cabinet member 
for children, said: “It is all about grand head¬ 
lines for a fading and failing Government.” 

The shake-up will see schools given extra 
funding, advice, mentoring from experi¬ 
enced head teachers and assistance from 
neighbouring schools. 

If they fail to improve they could face clo¬ 
sure before being reopened in partnership 
with high-performing schools, such as 
grammar schools, as well as an external 
partner such as a business or university. 

Asked why Kent had more poorly per¬ 
forming schools than other counties, Cllr 
Wells said: “There is one very straight for¬ 
ward reason - we have grammar schools 
and the top 25 per cent of students attend 
grammar schools. 

“If our high schools are taking the lowest 
75 per cent by definition they will not get as 
good results. It is a structural problem.” 

He said he “vehemently” objected to the 
use of the word ‘failing’ to describe the Kent 
schools on the list. 

And GCSE results for students in Kent 
are above the national average, Cllr Wells 
said. 

He used the example of Canterbury High

School, which achieved 12 per cent above 
the national average last year. 

But because that does not include English 
and maths the school is on the ‘failing’ list. 

Phil Kamavas, the school’s headteacher, 
told Kent on Sunday’s sister paper 
YourCanterbury the school had achieved 70 
per cent A to C grades at GCSE level last 
year and came 10th best nationally for value 
added, which measures pupil progress. 

He said: ‘We have a proven track record of 
success over the last 15 years, and suddenly 
they are saying there’s a massive problem. 

“This government is scrabbling to restore 
its credibility and education is a handy 
whipping boy.” 

Divisive 

He also blamed Kent’s selective system. 
“The simplest mechanism for lifting schools 
from below 30 per cent is to abolish the 
selective system,” he said. 

Simon Murphy, headteacher of Chaucer 
Technology School, agreed: “In a non-selec- 
tive county all comprehensives should be 
achieving results on the national average or 
above. 

“But in a county like Kent, which has 
grammar schools, comprehensive schools 
and everything in between, talking about 
one figure is never helpful.” 

Martin Frey, from the campaign group 
Stop the Eleven Plus, said the selective 
school system was “divisive both education¬ 
ally and socially”, calling it a “continuing 
disaster for Kent”. 

He said: “I believe selection of the most able 
tends to concentrate the less able, those from 
deprived and less advantaged backgrounds. 

“In those schools they have such enor¬ 
mous challenges from such a concentration 
of poorly performing pupils that they are 
unable to meet government targets.” 

He said competition for grammar schools 


Fuel prices force freight 
airline into administration 


A FREIGHT airline that operates flights out 
of Kent International Airport at Manston 
has gone into administration. 

MK Airlines has suspended its programme 
and is now seeking investment to get back in 
the sky. 

The company lists 
financial difficulties and 
the high cost of aviation 
fuel as principle factors in 
its collapse. 

Administrators were 
appointed on Tuesday. 

A spokesman for the 
airline said: “For several 
months MK Airlines has 
been in discussion with 
several interested parties 
about potential investments in the business 
to refinance and to reposition the airline with 
more efficient aircraft. 

“These talks have taken place in what is a 
difficult economic climate, during which time 
the airline - like all others - has had to cut 
costs and restructure operations because of 
the extraordinarily high cost of fuel.” 

The airline has temporarily suspended 
services, but keeps its Civil Aviation 


Authority Airport Operator Certificate. 

All other operations have been maintained 
with a view to achieving a rescue of the firm. 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of Kent 
International Airport, said: “It’s never good to 
hear news like this 
about an airline cus¬ 
tomer. However, it is 
encouraging the 
adminstrators, along 
with MK manage¬ 
ment, continue to 
sound out potential 
investors with a view 
to getting the company 
back up and running.” 

He added: “MK are 
not the first and nor 
will they be the last to suffer in what is a 
hugely challenging worldwide aviation envi¬ 
ronment. However, the long-term success of 
the airport is not dependant on one operator. 

We are involved in ongoing discussions 
with a number of potential customers and 
remain confident in the airport’s ability to 
become a successful operator of passenger 
and freight services and a major player in 
the regeneration of Thanet.” 



places was so fierce that only parents who could 
afford private tuition were able to send their chil¬ 
dren to them. 

Cllr Christine Angell, KCC’s Labour shadow 
cabinet member for education, said: “Selective 
education means that while some grammar 
schools can coast and achieve good results easily, 
other non-selective schools serving our most 
deprived young people can find themselves strug¬ 
gling to raise standards. 

“It’s about time that high educational achieve¬ 
ment became the right of all Kent’s young people, 
not just a privileged few.” 

Cllr Wells said KCC had been working on 
achieving the target long before this week’s 
announcement and that predictions showed 16 
schools would be left on the list after GCSE 
results were announced in August. 

He said all the 33 schools in Kent would meet 
the target before 2011, adding: “As you build a 
public reputation parents start avoiding the 
school because it has been named and shamed - 
it will become a self-fulfilling prophecy and push 
them down into a position of failure. 

“I’m not just saying I think it is unwise, I think his 
National Challenge will make sure some of these 
schools, not in Kent but nationally, will fail because 
of the way they have tackled this target culture.”

Help artist to 
Reggie back 

Festival visitors asked to re-enact 

‘suicide’ scene from 70s sitcom

MANY fans of The Fall and Rise 
of Reginald Perrin will have 
daydreamed about leaving their 
clothes on the beach and starting 
a new life. 

Now, thanks to a performance artist tak¬ 
ing part in the Whitstable Biennale, Reggie 
Perrin fans can live out at least part of that 
daydream. 

The Biennale is a festival of contemporary 
art taking place in the seaside town 
between June 21 and July 6. 

Fantasies 

Lee Campbell, who is one of 70 artists 
taking part in the festival, is hoping to get 
residents and visitors to recreate the 1970s 
BBC show’s iconic scene. 

Mr Campbell, 30, describes himself as a 
performance artist and his previous per¬ 
formances include standing on top of 
Beachy Head with a megaphone making 
hippopotamus noises. 

He told Kent on Sunday he hoped to give 
people the chance to live out their fantasies. 

He said: “I absolutely love everything 


about Reggie Perrin. Those nuances when 
he thinks of his mother in law or when he 
fantasises about his secretary Joan. 

“There are bound to be artists who want 
to get involved, but I’m really hoping to get 
people from the town and visitors to come 
along. 

“They don’t have to take off all their 
clothes if they want, but it is their chance to 
live out that bit of escapism.” 

Despite being too young to have seen the 
show the first time around, Mr Campbell, 
who grew up in Tunbridge Wells, said he 
remembered watching repeats with his 
mother while he was growing up. 

He added: “In Tunbridge Wells there’s lots 
of suburbia. Lots of people work in those 
kind of office jobs and they want more.” 

Mr Campbell’s project is not the only 
bizarre event at the festival. 

Chris Yates and Kelvin Pawsey have cre¬ 
ated the Ice-Cream Orchestra, made up of 
six ice-cream vans that will take part in a 
musical performance on the festival’s open¬ 
ing night. 

The vans will arrive at dusk in 
Whitstable’s harbour to play a specially 
written piece for the Grampian horn, com¬ 
posed and recorded on a 12-note Pixiphone. 

The Pixiphone, sold in the UK in the 
1960s, was the self-proclaimed ‘world’s best 
toy xylophone’.

A HUGE hi-tech glasshouse 
the size of 10 football pitch¬ 
es is to start producing its 
first crops in East Kent. 

The giant greenhouse is the first of 
seven that will make up Thanet 
Earth near Birchington, the largest 
complex of its kind in the country. 

The site, when completed in 2010, 
will house 1.3 million plants, produc¬ 
ing tomatoes, cucumbers and pep¬ 
pers using hydroponics. 

It has been labelled a 
‘Frankenfarm’ by critics, but accord¬ 
ing to the operator growing crops in 
nutrient-rich water rather than soil 
is far from unusual. 

Robert James, technical manager 
at Thanet Earth, which is run by 
Fresca Group, said: “Hydroponics is a 
well known and accepted method. 

“It is the way salad crops are grown 
in the UK and Holland already. What 
is different is that we’ve taken the 
Dutch model, which is about scale 
and producing power’ and using the 
by-product to help grow the crop.” 

The 220-acre, £80 million site will 
be run using combined heat and 
power. Each glasshouse will have its 
own power station which will provide 
enough electricity for the National 
Grid to power about half of Thanet’s 
needs. 

Mr James said: “The carbon diox¬ 
ide we generate will be used to grow 
the crops because it is needed for 
photosynthesis.”

The glasshouses will also have 
their own reservoirs and rainwater 
will be collected and recycled. 

Operators believe the site will be 
self-sufficient for water in the sum¬ 
mer months. The first glasshouse, 
which will be used for tomatoes, will 
be completed by the end of the month 
and it is hoped the crop will be in 
supermarkets at the end of the year. 

Another plus is the Tood miles’ that 
will be saved by reducing the UK’s 
reliance on imported produce. 

The harvest from Thanet Earth 
will boost UK salad crop production 
by 15 per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that the 
crops from may lack flavour, but Mr 
James said: “Taste depends on vari¬ 
ety and breeding dictates a lot of the 
characteristics. The best environ¬ 
ment to grow should maximise 
taste.” 

It is estimated that Thanet Earth 
workers will harvest 2.5 million 
tomatoes every week, 52 weeks a 
year. Peppers will be grown for eight 
months of the year, harvesting 
700,000 a week, and 560,000 cucum¬ 
bers will be produced a week.

“They grow quicker because they 
are warm and there is no disease or 
pests,” Mr James said. Predator pest 
control is used so that the need for 
pesticides is reduced, he said. 

Asked whether similar structures 
would begin springing up across the 
UK, Mr James said it was unlikely 
because the unique quality of light in 
Thanet is 17 per cent greater than 
anywhere north of the Thames. 

The complex, which will include 
packing sheds, is on hundreds of 
acres of agricultural land but the fact 
that it will create 550 jobs means 
there seems to be more support than 
opposition. 

Mr James said: “What we are 
about is a local product and a lot of 
jobs will be here for local people. 

“It was very intensively farmed 
here before. On the 30 hectares of the 
site without glasshouses we want to 
encourage natural conservation.”

THE Ministry of Defence has said it will 
“look again” at the case of a seriously 
injured Kent soldier whose compensation 
case has been described as a “miscarriage 
of justice”. 

Lance Corporal Martyn Compton, 24, from 
Staplehurst, was the only survivor of a roadside ambush 
by the Taliban in Afghanistan’s Helmand Province that 
left three of his colleagues dead. The attack happened in

2006 and left L/Cpl Compton with third degree bums to 
70 per cent of his body, a gunshot wound in his leg and 
no ears or nose. 

He was awarded £99,000 in compensation, which was 
then increased to £163,000. Both are well short of the 
maximum £285,000. At a debate in Westminster Hall on 
Wednesday, Defence Minister Derek Twigg said he 
would look again at the case. 

An MoD spokesman told KOS Media: “He’s going to 
look again at the decisions that were made in calculat¬ 
ing the size of the award to make sure it was all done 
properly and the right tariffs allocated.” 

If it was found that L/Cpl Compton should have been 
given more, a formal review of the case was “one option”, 
the spokesman said. 

Hugh Robertson, Conservative MP for 
Faversham and Mid Kent, is following the 
case closely and has called for a full parlia¬ 
mentary debate on the issue. 

He said: “The severity of L/Cpl Compton’s 
injuries mean he should have received the 
maximum possible compensation. 

“It is a disgrace that he has received no 
indication of the level of his pension when 
he is trying to plan the rest of his life. I want 
the minister to look into this miscarriage of 
justice personally and ensure that L/Cpl 
Compton receives the full amount payable.” 

L/Cpl Compton has endured several oper¬ 
ations to rebuild his nose and ears and is 
undergoing rehabilitation at the MoD’s 
Headley Court centre in Surrey. 

However, he will still require further sur¬ 
gery and long-term care.

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Tory backer 
awaits EU 
vote decision 

JUDGMENT has been reserved in a legal 
fight against the Government’s decision not 
to hold a referendum on the EU’s Lisbon 
Treaty. 

Millionaire Stuart Wheeler, who owns 
Chilham Castle, near Canterbury, won the 
right to challenge the decision not to hold a 
public vote. A two-day hearing in the High 
Court ended on Tuesday. 

The treaty, which was approved by 
European leaders last year, replaced the EU 
constitution which was rejected after votes 
in France and Holland two years ago. 

Critics argue that the document is no dif¬ 
ferent to the constitution, except in name. 

As expected, Lord Chief Justice Lord 
Richards confirmed on Tuesday that judg¬ 
ment was being reserved, but promised a 
decision “as soon as possible”. 

Rabindher Singh QC, counsel for Mr 
Wheeler, told the High Court on Monday 
that the Tory donor had a “legitimate expec¬ 
tation” of a referendum. 

But Clive Lewis QC, for the Commons 
Speaker Michael Martin, said that because 
of parliamentary privilege a court could not 
tell MPs to introduce bills. 

Out of court, William Hague, the shadow 
foreign secretary, claimed the Prime 
Minister was “morally obliged” to hold a ref¬ 
erendum on the Lisbon Treaty. 

“In the week that the Irish have had a 
chance to vote, people are asking why 
Gordon Brown won’t let this country’s vot¬ 
ers have the same chance,” he said. 

“Mr Brown and his ministers are morally 
obliged to honour their promise and hold a 
referendum. The democratic case is unan¬ 
swerable. Stuart Wheeler should be 
applauded for holding the Government to 
account.”

Operation Minstead detectives 
are now investigating 108 offences, 
which have taken place across south 
east London, including Bromley, 
Beckenham and Orpington. 

Detective Superintendent Simon 
Morgan, who leads the Operation 


Minstead team, said: “Following a 
recent offence this artist’s impres¬ 
sion has been compiled. We are cau¬ 
tious about the offence as it has not 
been linked forensically, but the 
manner in which it was committed 
is consistent with the way the 
Minstead offender behaves. Despite 
not having a forensic fink I feel it is 


important we release this image.” 

The Night Stalker has targeted 
men and women, aged from 68 to 
93 and has been known to remove 
victims’ light bulbs and cut their 
telephone lines before attacks. 

DNA tests have established he is 
a light-skinned black man, whose 
family is from the Windward 


Islands in the Caribbean. 

Det Supt Morgan added: “The 
victim saw the suspect in dark 
conditions, but states he is a fight- 
skinned black man, with markings 
on the side of his face. 

“There is also a £40,000 reward on 
offer for information that leads to a 
conviction. We know he is approxi¬ 


mately 40-years-old, between 5ft lOin 
and 6ft 2in, slim, of athletic build, soft¬ 
ly spoken and polite.

A BULLET train set to go into 
operation next year has recorded a 
journey time of just 32 minutes from 
Ashford to London. 

The Hitachi locomotive was on a 
test run between the International 
Station and St Pancras in the capi¬ 
tal when it clocked in the time - five 
minutes less than that which opera¬ 
tor Southeastern Rail has predicted 
for the passenger service which 
starts in December, 2009. 

The journey was part of a proving 
process introduced by the rail com¬ 
pany to examine the efficiency of the 


new line - called High Speed One. 

It tested acceleration, performance 
and breaking on the Japanese-built 
Class 395 Javelin - set to become 
the flagship of the company with its 
140mph maximum speed. 

The recent journey took under half 
that of the fastest train currently on 
the route. Around 100 drivers are 
being trained to operate the service. 

They have told the management 
they are pleased about how efficient 
the equipment is, how quiet the ride 
is and how the comfort the cabs are. 

A Southeastern spokesman said: 


confident the performance can be 
reproduced when full operations 
commence. 

“This was a test, however, and 
when the service starts we shall 
have to take into account things 
such as passengers getting on and 
off, as well as other services on the 
track and a greater number of the 
high-speed trains themselves. 

“This will mean the journey time 
of 37 minutes, rather than 32, will be 
closer to the norm.” 

No exact date has been set for the 


first passenger service but it is 
scheduled for December of next year. 

A pricing strategy is also being 
examined. 

The spokesman said: “There will 
be a premium price on the service, 
that we have all agreed on. 

“However, we need to work out the 
exact price structure. We do not 
want to make it too expensive as 
that will defeat the purpose and 
price customers out of the market. 

“But if it’s too cheap it will prize 
passengers off the existing mainline 
network”.

A LECTURER with a pen¬

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Expansion plans for Bewl 
reservoir hit rough water 


Delay to Commons vote over planning quango welcomed 


ENVIRONMENTALISTS in Kent 
have welcomed the Government’s 
decision to delay a Commons vote 
on important planning legislation. 

More than 60 Labour MPs are 
said to be against an Infrastructure 
Planning Committee which would 
have final say on major develop¬ 
ments such as nuclear power sta¬ 
tions, motorways and airports. 

The CPRE welcomed the 
Department of Communities and 
Local Government’s decision to 
put the debate on hold until June 
23 while the bill is changed to 
address MPs concerns. 


Sean Furey, deputy director of 
the CPRE in Kent, said: “I think a 
lot of MPs are waking up to how 
frightening this idea of an inde¬ 
pendent committee is with deci¬ 
sions made in a dark room on 
major schemes.” 

“What is being talked about in 
terms of consultation is ‘yes, we 
will listen to you then we will go 
ahead anyway’. It is not really 
meaningful in terms of engaging 
the public in getting involved in 
really important issues.” 

Opponents of the bill say the 
unelected planning quango 


would be unaccountable and fol¬ 
low central directives rather than 
listen to local concerns. 

But the Government says plan¬ 
ning laws need reformed to 
speed up the often lengthy and 
expensive process of public 
inquires. 

Mr Furey said planning any new 
nuclear power station in the future 
at Dungeness would need plan¬ 
ners to have an understanding of 
the surrounding environment and 
important wildlife habitats. 

He added: “It would be difficult 
for a London body to get to grips 


with these types of issues with¬ 
out local knowledge.” 

Expanding Bewl Water is an 
example of the kind of infrastruc¬ 
tural project covered by the bill. 

Steve Marsh, a spokesman for 
the Woodland Trust, is con¬ 
cerned any expansion of the 
reservoir would destroy the 
ancient forest that surrounds it. 

He said: “If unelected people 
are making local decisions that 
would make it easier to speed 
planning through the system that 
destroys the countryside and 
ancient woodland.”

A WATER company has denied 
that it plans to expand Bewl Water 
despite predictions the county will 
face a water shortfall by 2024. 

Water companies across the country have 
published plans to manage water resources 
and supplies over the next 25 years in 
response to climate change and increased 
demand. 

Southern Water, which operates the reser¬ 
voir near Lamberhurst, said proposals to 
extend the largest lake of its kind in the 
South East were not being considered. 

But South East Water, which buys supplies 
from Bewl from Southern Water, proposes 
raising Bewl in 2016 as well as the creation of 
two new reservoirs - one at Broad Oak, near 
Canterbury, and another in East Sussex. 

In the past Bewl has become a symbol of 
water shortages and hosepipe bans that 
have afflicted the county as its levels fell by 
two-thirds. 

Environmentalists have raised concerns 
about the loss of natural habitats if new 
reservoirs are built or existing ones extend¬ 
ed, saying water companies should focus on 
addressing leakages. 

But Sean Furey, the deputy director of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE) in 
Kent, said of all the potential schemes extend¬ 
ing Bewl was one of the least controversial. 


“Bewl is critical to Kent’s water supply and 
we’ve seen it is vulnerable to drought,” he said. 

“There are more demands on it now with 
the new pipeline from Bewl to Ashford to 
supply the growth area. It is all about what 
the alternatives are - demand management 
and water efficiency need to be pushed.” 

Steve Marsh, a spokesman for the 
Woodland Trust, said raising the water level 
at the reservoir was an “easy option” and 
would result in the destruction of “irreplace¬ 
able” ancient woodland. 

Southern Water’s plans include looking at 
extending Bewl, but state that investigation 
would not be launched until 2020. 


“They [South East Water] are looking at 
Broad Oak, near Canterbury, which is much 
more harmful than improving the existing 
reservoir at Bewl Water because there are 
far fewer uncertainties and they know how 
the system works,” Mr Furey said. 

There has been long-standing local opposi¬ 
tion to a reservoir in the 500 acres of farm¬ 
land at Broad Oak since proposals were first 
put forward in the 1970s. 

Mr Furey said ensuring the county has a 
reliable water supply through future 
droughts was a “complex juggling act” and 
believed metering should be mandatory as 
much as possible. 


A spokeswoman for Southern Water said: 
“In South East Water’s draft Water Resources 
Management Plan there is a proposal to 
obtain some water to meet its future 
demands through the raising of Bewl in 2016. 

“However, we believe there are alternatives 
solutions to providing water to South East 
Water to meet its requirements. This would 
negate the need to raise the reservoir.” 

South East Water said its plans shows that 
there will be a shortfall in water supply in 
Kent 2024. The company said building a new 
winter storage reservoir at Broad Oak would 
be the “most environmentally and economical¬ 
ly sustainable way” to address the problem.

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All drivers involved in crashes to be breath tested 


POLICE are to breath test every 
driver involved in a crash in a cam¬ 
paign to crackdown on drink and 
drug driving. 

Officers say 250 people are arrest¬ 
ed every month for drink-driving 
offences on Kent roads. Motorists 
caught driving under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs will be given a 


mandatory ban, a fine up to £5,000 
or a possible prison sentence. 

Inspector Paul Sellwood of the 
Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit said: “Drink and drug driving 
continues to be a menace on our 
roads and blights the lives of a sig¬ 
nificant number of people. 

“We don’t want to stop people 


from enjoying a work lunch or 
night out. But we want people to do 
it safely and responsibly. 

“We regularly see the conse¬ 
quences of drink and drug driving 
and the fives that are wrecked as a 
result. That is why we take a zero tol¬ 
erance approach to these offences.” 

About two people are killed on 


Kent’s roads each week and statistics 
show one in six of those deaths is 
attributable to someone driving 
under the influence of drink or drugs. 

During the checks police will also 
examine the safety of drivers and 
passengers, ensuring they are 
wearing seatbelts and that drivers 
are not using hand-held mobiles. 


Those found not wearing seat- 
belts will be issued with a fixed 
penalty notice of £30 and drivers 
using a hand-held mobile will be 
subject to a £60 fine plus three 
penalty points on their licence, the 
fine rising to between £1,000 and 
£2,500 for drivers of buses, coaches 
and heavy goods vehicles.

strapped to a seat slung 100ft over 
the water, in the south of France, 
Normandy and Toulon. 

The determined adventurer said 
he plans to fly a different blimp 
across the Atlantic and believed 
crossing the 34 miles to France 
would prove trickier than the thou¬ 
sands to America. 

He said: “It is absolutely different 
- the Channel is more complicated.

As you travel around Kent, you may well have noticed 
weight limits on some of the county’s bridges, but do 
you know why they’re there? 

Weight limits are put in place to protect both road 
users and the bridge itself and there are two types of 
limits, structural and environmental. 

A structural weight limit is shown by a round sign 
with a weight limit only and it means that the bridge is 
too weak for extreme weight and must be protected. 
Where a structural limit is in place, vehicles whose 
plated weight is over that limit (even if the vehicle’s 
empty) must not be driven over the bridge to ensure 
that no damage is caused by overloading. 

There are two types of structural weight limits: 
permanent and temporary restrictions. A permanent 
restriction is imposed where it is acceptable and 
sustainable given the nature of the road that the 
bridge is on. A temporary restriction is 
imposed when strengthening 


of the structure is pending to protect the safety 
of road users. 

An environmental weight limit is generally set at 
7.5 tonnes and is shown by a lorry on a round sign. 
This type of limit is used to discourage heavy goods 
vehicles from using a road or bridge as a through 
route for social or environmental reasons, or 
because the road layout isn’t suitable. 

However, introducing a limit on a bridge isn’t as 
simple as putting up signs. The signs need to be 
accompanied by a Traffic Regulation Order (TRO) to 
make the limit legal and enforceable. Obtaining a 
TRO involves statutory periods of consultation and 
advertising, so it takes an average of between nine 
and twelve months from the point when a limit is 
agreed and funded, to implementation.

Leading large vehicles up the garden path 


If you’re a driver, or even a passenger in 
a car, you’ve probably come across a 
slow-moving tailback caused by large 
vehicles using unsuitable routes. You 
may have had to turn round or sit in 
stationary traffic because the road has 
proved to be too narrow or the bridge 
too low for these vehicles to proceed. 

Some Kent residents have even had their 
property damaged by these large vehicles 
and they can cause a lot of damage to 
roadside verges, signs and trees. 

Many of these incidents are being 
attributed to Satellite Navigation systems 
(sat navs) that direct vehicles along 
inappropriate routes, so Kent Highway 
Services is actively working on projects 
that will result in freight traffic reaching 
its destination via the most suitable and 
safe routes. 

The first step is to identify the sites 
where problems have occurred and 
we’re working with our partners and 
other agencies including the Police, 
District Councils and Parish Councils to 
gather this knowledge. When all the 
problem sites have been identified, the 
information will be passed to the main 


sat nav companies to be identified as 
unsuitable routes on their databases. 

We’re also working with freight transport 
agencies to identify preferred routes 
across Kent for sat nav databases, and 
we’ll produce the routes in map form 
for the freight agencies to distribute to 
their members. 

In addition, a new sign is being trialled 
in Wales that advises drivers to ignore 
their sat navs because the road is 
unsuitable. If successful, these signs 
may be introduced, as a last resort, in 
problem areas and could be multi 
lingual to target foreign drivers. 

Finally, we’re working with network 
management staff and representatives 
from the motorway and trunk route 
maintenance companies to identify 
signed diversion routes that can be 
used when there are road closures. This 
information will be given to the sat nav 
companies to help us keep diverted 
vehicles on designated routes, instead 
of using inappropriate alternative roads. 

We’re doing everything that we can to 
keep Kent moving!

Government is 

missing p oint 
on knife crime. 

says professor

A LEADING criminologist 
claims the Government’s 
approach to knife crime will 
make the situation worse and 
lead to vulnerable young people 
being “criminalised”. 

Marian Fitzgerald, a visiting Professor 
of Criminology at the University of Kent, 
said the number of youths carrying 
knives has “undoubtedly got worse” over 
the last eight years. 

She said the problem was not just in 
big cities but all over the country, and 
said it was incredibly difficult to per¬ 
suade those carrying knives to stop. 

Mrs Fitzgerald told KOS Media that 
although more youngsters are carrying 
weapons, most do so for their own 
protection because they feel the police 
and other authorities are failing to pro¬ 
tect them. 

Minority 

She said: “Until recently [the 
Government] has been so determined to 
persuade the public it is safer than it 
has been for 20 or so years, it has turned 
a blind eye to the rise in violence.” 

She insisted there is no way of know¬ 
ing the full scale of knife crime, but said 
the number of young people carrying 
weapons with a view to carrying out 
violence was a small minority of those 
with knives. 

She said there was no “magic bullet” to 
eliminate the phenomenon, but that the 
Government strategy is “misplaced”. 

She added: “It depends heavily on

bending the rules so the police can 
search people at random - a tactic 
which will be ineffective and prob¬ 
ably counter-productive. 

“It will simply further alienate 
large numbers of young people, 
making them less likely than ever 
to trust the police to protect them 
and, therefore, more likely to feel 
they have to protect themselves. 

“It will also criminalise many 
who are caught with a knife 
because they are now too scared to 
be on the streets without one. 

“Yet as long as the police are 
encouraged to use these scatter- 
gun tactics, they will increasing¬ 
ly forfeit the intelligence they 
need if they are to target the 
small number who carry knives 
with the serious intention of 
using them. And so the stabbings 
will go on.” 

A Home Office spokesman 
insisted it was determined to 


stamp out knife crime, insisting 
“any incident is too many”. 

He said: “We are taking tough 
action against those who carry 
knives, as well as educating young 
people about the risks they face. 

“The Government has doubled 
the maximum sentence for carry¬ 
ing a knife to four years and 
recently launched a new national 
£1 million campaign to challenge 
the fear, glamour and peer pres¬ 
sure that can drive youngsters to 
knife crime. 

“The campaign includes adverts 
developed by young people which 
will feature on national radio, web¬ 
sites, posters and mobile phones, 
alongside adverts in women’s 
weekly magazines encouraging 
mothers to talk about knives with 
their young people.”

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Murder in Medway

SCHEMING temptresses, high¬ 
waymen, smugglers and the 
brutal murder of a young moth¬ 
er are just some of the dark 
deeds from Medway’s past 
uncovered in a new book. 

Janet Cameron’s Murder and Crime 
Series: Medway explores numerous crimes 
and wrongdoings that feature in the rich 
history of the northern Kent area around 
Chatham and Rochester. 

She said: “I’m interested in anything dra¬ 
matic because I’m a fiction writer, so I’m fas¬ 
cinated by all human behaviour. I also think 
you have to look at the dark side rather 
than just focusing on all the good things. It 
makes life so much richer somehow.” 

The book is part of a series she’s been writ¬ 
ing on murder and crime around the coun¬ 
try, including her first on Dover. 

One of the grisly tales includes that of a 
strange young man, Robert Burton who, 
after a short prison stay for theft, decided he 
wanted to be a murderer. 

However, the only victim he could find was 
an unfortunate eight-year-old boy, Thomas 
Houghton, from Chatham. 

Hanged 

Burton severed the boy’s throat with his 
knife before turning himself in to the police 
and admitting the murder. 

He was sentenced to be hanged and execut¬ 
ed at Maidstone Gaol in 1863. Ms Cameron 
writes: ‘He gave himself up to death without 
struggle, smiling with pleasure.” 

As well as regaling the reader with gory 
tales of murder, the author also reminds us 
of horrors of early prisons and corporal pun¬ 
ishment, with children as young as seven 
hanged for theft. 

Asked what was most striking while 
researching the book, Ms Cameron, who 
used to live in Bexleyheath before moving to 
East Sussex, said: “I think the way the law 
has changed. You could get deported or 
hanged for things that later were not even 
really a crime. 

“Some of the things people got away with 
as well, for example cruelty to their chil¬ 
dren. It tells us something about ourselves 
then and now.” 

Before 1834, the book states, the bodies of 
hanged prisoners would often be stripped 
and dipped in tar - they were then put in an 
iron cage and hung in a prominent place to 
act as a warning to people. 

Ms Cameron said: “Sometimes the bodies 
remained until they decomposed or were 
eaten by birds.” 

Another gruesome tale is the murder of 
Grace Holgate, a pregnant mother-of-one, 
by her husband Joseph in 1894. 

Holgate beat her after a row over house¬ 
hold accounts - even after she managed to 
escape to her stepfather’s house he chased 
her and continued choking her until eventu¬ 
ally he was prised away. 

Later in the evening the 28-year-old suf¬ 
fered an epileptic fit, gave birth to a still¬ 
born son and died. 

Ms Cameron thinks the most interesting 
story in the book is that of Chatham-born 
Richard Dadd, a Victorian artist who is 
famed for his paintings of fairies and other 
supernatural subjects. 

Motorbike rider

A 50-year-old motorcyclist died after he 
crashed into a parked car. 

The accident happened at 9.25am on 
Sunday, in Meirscourt Road, Rainham. 

Police say they believe the red Yamaha 
motorcycle hit a parked black Jaguar car. 

The rider, from Gillingham, was taken to 
hospital by died on arrival.

Author uncovers tales from the 

dark underbelly of area’s history 


‘He was a creative genius,” she said. 
‘He did all these amazing paintings but 
then kills his father. It is a fascinating 
story - to try and understand what 
made him behave the way he did.” 

The widely-travelled artist, who lost 
his mother and stepmother during 
childhood, brutally murdered his 
father in Cobham and ended up in an 
asylum for the mentally ill where he 
produced most of his best work. 

Ms Cameron said the sadest story in 
the book is of Eliza Hook, a prostitute 


in 1889 who was treated with 
what would now amount to tor¬ 
ture in a ‘house of refuge’. 

“They were so cruel to her. 
Probably the worst thing they did 
was dunk her in cold water with 
only a chemise on and make her 
work in a laundry. Punishment 
came high up on their agenda,” she 
added. 

• The book, published by Tempus, 
costs £9.99 and can be ordered 
from bookshops.

WING-WALKERS, fighter planes 
and a helicopter display team were 
among dozens of aircraft that 
entertained a record crowd of 
120,000 at a major air show 

The 46th Biggin Hill International Air Fair 
last weekend saw nearly six hours of continu¬ 
ous display flying each day by the Armed 
Forces and top-class UK and international 
pilots and teams. 

A mock attack on the famous Battle of 
Britain airfield involved RAF Tornado and 
Hawk jets, an Apache gunship and Chinook 
helicopter - complete with massive explosions. 

Squadron Leader Andy Pawsey, of the RAF 
special events team, said: “We gave it 100 per 
cent effort at Biggin Hill in the presence of 
huge crowds, who reacted with positive and 
lively appreciation.” 

On the ground, visitors saw 80 civil and mil¬ 
itary aircraft of all ages, as well as a parade of 
100 classic cars. 

‘Exceptional’ 

International teams included The Sarangs, 
of the Indian Air Force, making their first 
appearance at the show with their four Dhruv 
helicopters. Led by Wing Commander 
Shashank Misra, the team had travelled from 
their base in Bangalore. 

The French Breitling Jet Team in their 
seven gold-and-blue liveried L-39 Albatros 
jets, amazed the crowds with their aerobatic 
displays. 

The Battle of Britain Sword was awarded to 
the RAF crew of the Chinook helicopter, who 
flew a 10-minute display demonstrating the 
machine’s versatility, which judges described 
as “exceptional”. 

The Shell Aviation Trophy for the best team 
display was awarded to Nigel Lamb and Paul 
Bonhomme, who were in Spitfire IX and P-51 
Mustang World War Two fighters. 

The Breitling Trophy for the best solo 
display went to Capitaine Francois Rallet, of 
the French L’Armee de l’Air, who was in a 
Mirage 2000 jet. 

Around 50,000 people flocked to the show for 
Satin-day, while 70,000 enjoyed better weather 
the next day. 

However, the huge number of visitors - up 
20,000 on last year - took organisers by sur¬ 
prise, resulting in traffic chaos. 

People travelling from nearby Petts Wood and 
Orpington complained that it had taken them 
two or three hours to reach the event - journeys 
that should only have been about 20 minutes.

MP Ladvman 
attacks trade 

union after it 

nulls funding

A VICE-chairman of the 
Labour Party has accused a 
trade union of trying to force the 
Government to the left by 
withdrawing his funding. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, the Labour MP 
for Thanet South, is one of more than 30 
MPs the GMB union has announced it is 
withdrawing financial support from. 

The union, which represents general work¬ 
ers, is upset at what it sees as the party’s 
refasal to back traditional Labour policies. 

Dr Ladyman was one of the first six MPs 
named by the GMB at its conference in 
Plymouth this week. 

The union typically makes donations to 
Labour constituency organisations to help 
with the election of candidates, rather than 
donating directly to the MPs. 

A spokesman compared the relationship 
between the union and the MPs it supports 
as a marriage. 

He told KOS Media: “For those six MPs, if 
we were married we would have separated 
a long time ago and this is the formal 
divorce proceedings.” 

He said Dr Ladyman had shown “no 
interest” in issues that interest the union. 

Referring to the murder of 71-year-old 
taxi driver, Gian Chand Bajar, last year, he 
said: “There was a taxi driver in Gravesend 
killed by one of his passengers. I think a 
GMB MP should take an interest in this 
kind of stuff. 

“I can’t say if Dr Ladyman came to our 
meeting on this specifically, but that is the 
sort of thing we are talking about.” 

Agenda 

Dr Ladyman told KoS he was never invit¬ 
ed to any meeting about Mr Bajar’s murder 
and insisted he has not had support from 
the union since 2001. 

He said the union’s left wing was trying 
to “drag the Labour Party to the left”, a 
position he insisted would lose it the next 
General Election. 

“What they seem to want is for their money 
to buy their MPs,” he said. “You donate 
money to a person whose work you admire 
and who you want re-elected, not because you 
want them to come on to your agenda. 

“MPs who shift allegiances based on who 
provided money for a general election cam¬ 
paign are not good MPs. 

“I’m afraid if the GMB don’t like 
[Labour] policies, I’m sorry about that. 
When it’s all said and done it’s not going to 
change my policies.” 

He added that the GMB did not have 
many members in South Thanet, but that 
he did have the support of the shop work¬ 
ers’ union Usdaw. 

Dover MP Gwyn Prosser is also support¬ 
ed by the GMB, but the union would not say 
if he was one of the other as-yet-unnamed 
MPs that would lose its support.

Super-surgeries 
need explaining 

HEALTH bosses must take the time to 
explain fully their plans for polyclinics or 
GP-led health centres in Kent. 

Doctors’ leaders and patient groups are 
up in arms about the Government’s pro¬ 
posals, fearing they will lead to the loss of 
family surgeries and personalised care. 

People across the county, who have been 
told they will have to travel further to see 
their doctor, must be feeling confused with 
so many conflicting arguments. 

Doctors are some of the most trusted 
members of society and GPs even more so 
thanks to the close relationship most 
enjoy with their patients. It would be 
wrong for this to be severed and for, if 
Tory estimates are correct, 1,700 family 
GP practices to be lost. But the 
Government and the NHS locally argues 
this is not the case in Kent and the 
centres are aimed at new residents and 
those wishing to access GP in the 
evenings or at weekends. No existing GP 
surgeries will be closed, they promised. 

It remains to be seen whether the BMA 
is correct and the three centres planned 
for Kent are only the ‘first wave’ of 
Government plans to replace clinics with 
super-surgeries owned by large profit- 
hungry corporations. 

Compensation a must 

THE Ministry of Defence must award 
brave Lance Corporal Martyn Compton 
the maximum payout.

Personality contest 


PHIL REILLY looks at the 
death of political difference 

between the main parties 


THERE can be no doubt¬ 
ing the strength of the 
symbolism of one of the 
country’s biggest trade 
unions disowning a third 
of the Labour MPs it 
supports. 

It is not that it will make a huge 
difference to those MPs or even to 
the way its members vote at the 
next election. 

When I spoke to Stephen 
Ladyman, a high-profile casualty 
of the GMB’s gesture, earlier this 
week, he was defiant. 

He talked of the hard left of the 
union movement trying to force 
the direction of the Government, 
of unions trying to exert influence 
on MPs in undemocratic ways. 

As he made clear, the 
Government has no appetite for a 
lurch to the left. 

While many ministers were 
radical socialists in their younger 
days, or the sons of a radical 
socialist in the case of the 
Miliband brothers, the victory 
New Labour sustained over three 
elections meant the death of what 
Labour used to mean. 

There is no turning back now. In 
many ways, Tony Blair’s premier¬ 


ship served as the vindication and 
the victory of Thatcherism and 
the final defeat of the old left. 

Under New Labour, there is no 
possibility of the nationalisation 
of major industries and, as teach¬ 
ers, nurses, policemen, prison offi¬ 
cers and the GMB have found out, 
much less pandering to the 
unions. 

In my previous job I spent a lot 
of time in Aylesham, a former 
mining town near Dover that 
could not have been more Labour. 

But the passionate politicians 
there were from the miners’ gen¬ 
eration. Their most vocal advo¬ 
cate, Helen Bartolo, died last year 
and it is hard to see where the 
passionate next generation will 
come from. 

The younger councillors, while 
still being inclined towards 
Labour, were far more pragmatic. 

Some 10,000 houses are plann¬ 
ed for Aylesham and by the time 


they are occupied more of Cllr 
Bartolo’s generation will be gone 
and the town’s politics will not be 
dominated by the old miners. 

What has been established in 
the first decade of the 21st centu¬ 
ry, and what is symbolised by the 
GMB’s actions, is a new political 
order in Britain. 

Recent election results and 
opinion polls demonstrate this. 

Not only has Labour abandoned 
the far left, but David Cameron’s 
Tories have abandoned the far 
right and both are jostling with 
the Liberal Democrats for the cen¬ 
tre ground. 

Where Labour and Tories once 
had vast ideological differences 
and swathes of die-hard support¬ 
ers, the clashes now are ones of 
nuance and personality. 

This has led to a situation 
where the electorate’s loyalties 
are far less fixed, and as such, 
large shifts in the polls can be 
expected. 

What were once safe seats could 
suffer big swings relatively easily, 
and strong campaigns by those in 
third place in the last election 
could force upsets all across the 
country. 

Crewe and Nantwich went Tory 
by a swing that not even the most

excitable young Conservative 
would have predicted, leaving 
Labour officials stunned at how 
much of their support had aban¬ 
doned them. 

The local election results 
showed the Liberal Democrats 
pull ahead of Labour, and opinion 
polls this week showed them just 
five points behind. 

Labour is at something of a 
crossroads now, or at least it will 
be if and when it loses the next 
election and begins its search for 
a new leader. Whoever he or she is 
will be faced with a new political 
reality and a new challenge. 

Labour could be the third party 
by then, particularly if Gordon 
Brown’s reputation continues to 
flatline and Nick Clegg’s Lib 
Dems strengthen their case 
before polling day.

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Too simplistic? Then 
why not enlighten us 


Last week’s paper led on a very worth¬ 
while subject, the future of education. The 
comment by KCC cabinet member Mark 
Dance is fanciful, not borne out by reality. 

It suggests he doesn’t understand how 
schools are run, which is worrying. Nick 
Clegg’s comments are more realistic. It is 
governors and headteachers, not KCC, who 
have to set school budgets from April 1, 
and who decide what staff are needed. 

Governors are legally required to set a 
budget that is not in defecit. They must do 
so by May 31 for the year starting April 1, 
on data provided by KCC, which receives 
budgets from the Government. Setting 
aside the point that budgets are better set 
before a year starts, not after it, any deci¬ 
sions about expenditure have generally to 
be made for the school year from 
September. So any cut in provision by the 
Government or KCC, such as this year 
with the setting a budget increase below 
the wage agreement with the teaching 
unions, has to be essentially effected over 
seven months of the financial year in order 


to take effect. Staff costs are 80 per cent of 
most schools’ budgets. Books, equipment, 
maintenance etc make up the rest. It is 
obvious then that in 2008/09 something 
will have to give. If staff numbers have to 
be reduced, then that will tend to happen 
from September 2008 because that is 
when the academic year’s needs and pupil 
numbers are set. 

Consultation about redundancy would 
have to have been in place by the end of 
May, in line with the school budget deci¬ 
sions and the head’s proposals. KCC’s edu¬ 
cation department will know that, as it is 
involved in administering redundancies. 

If Cllr Dance thinks Mr Clegg’s numbers 
are “too simplistic”, let him ask the council 
and tell us the staffing numbers for Kent 
schools for this September, and the 
changes from last September. Then could 
he also let us know how to fund the latest 
Government initiatives and Ofsted 
requirements on no additional funding.

What price the facts? 

In response to KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter’s 
letter headlined ‘It’s our business to redress 
the balance’ (May 18), in essence I agree with 
all the positive statements he makes. 

However, KCC’s commercial trading 
activities remain a contentious and sensitive 
issue among the business community. I am, 
of course, referring to KCC-owned companies 
Kent Top Temps and Kent Top Travel. 

Recently a letter was placed on the KCC 
website from Cllr Nick Chard (cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance), to Andrew Aves of the Kent 
and Medway Federation of Small Businesses. 

This was an opportunity to answer many 
questions the business community is asking 
to seek clarification that KCC’s commercial 
activities were above board, legal and on a 


level playing field with private Kent 
businesses. Cllr Chard actually dared to 
declare that KCC had used public monies to 
provide a commercial loan to Kent Top Temps 
to the value of £310,000 at a commercial rate 
to support the business. The last published 
financial accounts for Kent Top Temps 


showed a trading profit of £125,441 and yet, 
despite this loan, KCC still maintains that 
these companies are self-sufficient and self¬ 
funding. I challenge Cllr Carter to answer the 
following questions: 

1 - What public consultation was there to 
seek agreement to use public monies to 


support KCC-owned private business to the 
value of £310,000? 

2 - Why did they not approach the banking 
industry for the loan in the same way that 
any other business would have to? 

3 - As a private businessman myself, can I 
come to you for a loan of public monies? 

4 - What are the terms of the loan and 
commercial rate you have negotiated on 
behalf of the Kent taxpayer? This is public 
money and therefore public information. 

5 - Can you confirm who are the named 
shareholders of the company? As it is public 
money, I would assume we, the public, are 
now the shareholders? Please clarify. 

6 - If the company goes bankrupt, what are 
the guarantees that the outstanding monies 
will be repaid to KCC/Kent taxpayers? 
Equally, what security has actually secured 
this loan? 

I have repeatedly asked what costs these 
ventures have levied on the Kent taxpayer. 

KCC has denied there has been any cost. 
Assuming your replies are to be accepted, 
how did this business initially fund itself 
before incorporation, and who actually funded 
the start-up costs when it was in ‘pilot’ mode? 

This venture was piloted for some time 
before it was viable and ready for 
incorporating. It cannot be denied that the 
Kent taxpayer had to be funding the pilot, 
using KCC infrastructure, free office 
accommodation at Kings Hill, etc. 

How can you deny that taxpayers did not 
initially and still are funding this company? I 
am intrigued that KCC has been so prudent 
to have surplus public money to fund this 
venture when there are so many other public 
priorities. I am sure the list would be 
exhaustive if the public were asked how they 
would like £310,000 of their money spent. 

There is serious disquiet in Kent among the 
business community and now the wider 
population and I believe it is time KCC’s 
chief officers and members consulted more 
on such delicate and important issues.

Pure flight of fancy 

Mrs Ribbits, along with many of Lydd air¬ 
port’s supporters, may wallow in its sup¬ 
posed heyday of 40-odd years ago, but the 
world has changed considerably since then. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural England 
published a survey showing that noise lev¬ 
els in the UK had increased markedly since 
the 1960s, including on Romney Marsh. 

Despite this, the area is still one of the 
quietest and has regularly attracted holi¬ 
daymakers and new residents, escaping the 
noise and pollution of elsewhere. 

Airport expansion would seriously 
damage the prospects for holidaying and 
home-making in the area. We are now in 
the grip of both a credit crunch and high oil 
prices which are set to last for years. 

This has already led to airlines failing and 
others having to cut back services and raise 
prices. Meanwhile, travellers are starting to 
book UK holidays, or travel via surface 
means to avoid airport delays or tackle 
climate change. Very few knew about global 
warming 40 years ago - although some 
scientists were becoming worried even then 
- and the need to tackle it properly is long 


overdue. Instead of expanding airports, and 
the car journeys they engender, we need to 
follow France and place a moratorium on 
both motorways and airport expansions. 

These measures would reduce emissions 
levels and help meet existing targets. 

As regards jobs, those claimed for the con¬ 
struction period are almost certainly mere 
speculation and short-term anyway. Long¬ 
term jobs likewise, with such figures not 
borne out by those from other airports. They 
will also be at the low end of the pay scale. 

The fact is that jobs on the marsh need to 
come from expanding tourism and investing 
in renewable technologies, rather than a 
damaging and non-viable airport. The soon¬ 
er Shepway council votes the plans down, 
the better for all.

Kids deserve a break 

As MPs debate the Children and Young 
Persons bill in Parliament on Monday, 
foster carers from across England will be 
asking them to make a commitment to 
young people in care by allowing them to 
stay with foster families until they are 21. 

Currently, young people can stay with 
foster carers until their 18th birthday. This 
means some of society’s most vulnerable 
young people are effectively being kicked 
out of home at 17. Young people who have 
been in care are over-represented in prisons 
and are more likely to be unemployed, 
mental health service users, single parents 
or homeless than those who grew up within 
their own families. 

Research shows that the longer a young 
person can stay with their foster family, the 
better the outcome. Being able to stay until 
21 will give them a better chance of 
succeeding when they do live independently. 

It is crucial that every MP acts now to 
ensure the Government makes this invest¬ 
ment in vulnerable young people. The social 
costs of not doing so are too high.

IT IS probably wrong to call this a 
‘First Drive’ since nothing has 
changed about the driving experi¬ 
ence in the big retro-styled 
Chrysler 300C. 

Despite a makeover for this year’s model, it 
still looks and feels like a Mafia muscle car - 
“Hey, we got room for three heavies in the back 
and two stiffs in the boot, but take it easy on 
the comers. Capeesh?” 

While the chassis remains biased towards 
comfort rather than performance, it is nice to 
know there has also been no movement on 
bargain pricing. 

Popularly known as the ‘poor man’s Bentley’, 
the big 300C saloon and its spin-off Touring 
(estate) variant has been an equally big sales 
and marketing success, creating a halo around 
Chrysler group dealerships formerly generat¬ 
ed largely by the Jeep 4x4 brand. 

True, the car’s handling is off the pace, 
though Chrysler continually denies that erst¬ 
while partner Mercedes-Benz donated the 
chassis and underpinnings from the previous 
generation E-Class. 

But who really cares when the car looks so 
imposing and cmises so comfortably? With the

optional ‘Bentley’ grille produced by the 
Startech arm of the prestigious Brabus cus¬ 
tomising house, the 300C also looks like it 
should cost two or three times what it does - 
from £27,495 for the best-selling diesel entry 
model tested here. 

And there is also a new diesel flagship (from 
£32,495) featuring styling accoutrements from 
the 6.1-litre V8 Hemi SRT-8 (£40,995), marry¬ 
ing eye-catching ‘SRT-Design’ body kit and huge 
alloys with the 300C’s relatively economical 
yet powerful Mercedes 3.0-litre V6 diesel unit. 

Across the range, the exterior re-working 
has been subtle, with a tweaking of the 
rear fascia and light clusters plus new boot 
lid for the saloon, with integrated spoiler 


and high-mounted stop light. 

But Chrysler has been busier where it need¬ 
ed to be; the interior has had a more dramatic 
makeover with a new instrument panel and 
centre console design, highlighted by satin sil¬ 
ver bezels on the clocks and gauges. 

Soft touch materials replace some harder 
surfaces that currently mar many Chrysler 
group products. 

It is still not perfect though; one of the flim¬ 
sy control handles on the driver’s side air vent 
had already come adrift on the test car and I 
would not bet on one or two other bits of trim 
lasting more than a few thousand miles, but 
how many other cars have such presence at 
this comparatively modest price? 

Other tweaks for 2008 include seat-mounted 
airbags in front and side-curtain airbags to the 
rear for increased driver and passenger safety. 

There is also the option of Chrysler group’s 
impressive MyGIG ‘infotainment’ system, 
with MP3 player compatibility, touch screen 
sat nav and the ability to store some 1,600 
songs on an integrated Apple iPod-style 20GB 
hard drive. 

However, MyGIG is not that intuitive so I 
was glad Tony Soprano wasn’t sitting behind 
me demanding “play some Sinatra!” while I 
dithered with the controls.

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Ford’s new Kuga 
is impressive 
yet frustrating 



STEVELOADER 


FORD has kept the UK market 
waiting for a decent 4x4 or sports 
utility vehicle (SUV) contender. 

Previous efforts were the Maverick, a contra¬ 
diction because it was cloned from the Nissan 
Terrano, and the gas guzzling Explorer - a 
more appropriate name since you needed to go 
oil prospecting to keep the thing fuelled. 

Now we have the quite brilliant Kuga 
though, which would be great if it was not 
so late; the motoring world and our view 
of 4x4s have both moved on since Ford started 
the project several years ago, highlighting 
how easy it is for car manufacturers’ long 
lead times to be wrong-footed by market 
developments. 

For the Kuga may be one of the smallest, 
meanest and cleanest SUVs on the market, 
but this counts for little in the eyes of some 
environmentalists, though the newcomer 
should become greener if current progress on 
economy and emissions is anything to go by. 

For now, the car’s single engine option is a 
2.0-litre TDCi turbodiesel averaging more 


than 40mpg and emitting just 169g/km of 
C02. That emissions figure is the lowest in its 
sector and just inside the £170/year road tax 
Band-E, so I would not bet against Ford 
tweaking the engine management enough to 
limbo beneath the 165g upper limit on Band- 
D (£145/year). 

Every little helps as British drivers seek any 
saving they can and the car’s relative frugali¬ 
ty and eco-friendliness may just be the incen¬ 
tive would-be buyers need to give the Kuga a 
fair trial; once they have, they will be 
impressed. 

Several other compact 4x4s claim the ‘best 
driving’ crown, but the Kuga feels like the real 
deal. Based on the known excellence of the 
Ford Focus platform, with some input from 
Ford-owned Volvo - the Swedes have their 
own XC60 spin-off waiting in the wings - the 
Kuga feels as lithe and sharp as the big cat 
that inspired its name. 

The engine has lots of low power for spirited 
driving aided by the crisp six-speed shift and 
there is tenacious grip and excellent body con¬ 
trol on the bends, without the fidgety ride that 
mars rivals like the BMW X3. 

And if you think there should be no compar¬ 
ison with the BMW, you need to realise Ford is 
serious about pitching its cars upmarket. 

The Kuga, built exclusively at Ford’s 
Saarlouis in Germany, looks and feels like 
quality; the styling is sharp and distinctive 


and interior fixtures and fittings are way high¬ 
er than expected on a Ford just a few years 
ago. 

The catch is that list prices start at £20,495 
for the mainstream Zetec version, with the 
Titanium flagship I drove priced at £22,495. 

It will be interesting to see whether Ford can 
stand firm on such figures while still looking 


after discounts for fleet buyers; then again, the 
car giant’s bid for more private sales is six per 
cent up so far this year. 

Though priced as a premium product, stan¬ 
dard kit on the Kuga is also generous, includ¬ 
ing keyless start, 17-inch alloys, air con, elec¬ 
tronic stability programme (ESP) and MP3 
audio compatibility.

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BIG rugged estates made Volvo - 
it’s as simple as that. 

The Swedish marque has produced a proces¬ 
sion of capacious load luggers like the 
legendary 700/900 Series models of the 1980s 
and 90s. Such cars were long-running 
favourites with the country set, a preferred 
option with many police forces and the ‘van’ of 
choice for antiques dealers. 

One of the type’s more surprising claims 
to fame though was being voted Britain’s 
favourite ‘passion wagon’ after 
yesinsurance.co.uk surveyed British motorists 
about having sex in their cars. 

But designers for a brand majoring on safe¬ 
ty won’t have had this possibility high on the 
priority list when they started the Volvo estate 
dynasty more than half a century ago; the V70 
on test here is the 10th generation, but life is 
not so easy for Volvo nowadays. 

The market for big estates has been eroded 
by people canier/MPVs and 4x4s such as 
Volvo’s own XC90. 

The Germans have muscled in too: 
Mercedes-Benz was an early rival with the 
revered W123 and now offers the E-Class 
while the BMW 5-Series Touring and Audi A6

Avant are more recent yet formidable rivals. 

Rises in fuel costs and road tax will also 
weaken the big wagon’s hold on the market, 
but it remains a tough piece of kit, especially in 
best-selling D5 turbodiesel form as tested here. 

The all-new third generation V70, launched 
last year, is derived from the S80 executive 
saloon so it has a better ride quality than 
before and a more sure-footed hold on the road. 

Despite Volvo’s efforts to re-position itself as 
a ‘driver’s brand’ though, the V70 is still not up 
with the Germans in that department; there is 
a lightness about the steering and feedback 
that detracts from push-on driving, while a 


fair amount of body roll is an obvious trade-off 
for that improved ride. 

On the other hand, if you buy a big-capacity 
wagon like this then practicality, comfort and 
a degree of economy rather than performance 
are greater priorities so the V70 must be on 
the shortlist. 

The car feels incredibly well-built and while 
interior design is minimalist, it is soundly- 
arranged with a signature Volvo feature - the 
‘flying’ centre console. Rather than box in con¬ 
trols between the dashboard and the gearshift 
on its cars, Volvo has created a unique and cur¬ 
vaceous structure, allowing limited storage

behind and suggesting greater cabin space. 

I am also pleased that Volvo has not trav¬ 
elled the same rocky road as some rivals and 
integrated audio, sat nav and phone controls 
into a single console that then has to be navi¬ 
gated laboriously. 

No doubt taking the no-nonsense ‘don’t fix it 
if it ain’t broke’ approach, the Ford-owned 
Swedish brand instead evolved a distinctive 
layout over recent models.

Bike sales take a hit 
as UK economy slows 



AS the economy and con¬ 
sumer spending faltered it 
was inevitable that even the 
buoyant motorcycle market 
would eventually fall foul of 
the same trend. 

So, after a 10 per cent boost to bike 
registrations in April, the market 
dipped in May by 13.2 per cent 
according to the Motor Cycle 


Industry Association (MCIA). A total 
of 13,907 machines were registered 
in May, compared with just over 
16,000 in the same month last year. 

“After a bumper April, and with ris¬ 
ing costs of living, the industry was 
expecting a slow down in the mar¬ 
ket,” sid MCIA spokesman Craig 
Carey-Clinch. 

“This is in line with a general fall in 
high street spending, with con¬ 
sumers being very carefiil about how 
they spend their money. 

“We are all feeling the pinch with 
high taxation, increasing household 
bills and the credit squeeze. 

“Despite this, there are signs that 
people are looking at bikes as a real, 


low-cost alternative to using increas¬ 
ingly expensive cars and public 
transport. 

“A bike will easily beat congestion, 
is easy to park and will save time and 
money. 

“By emphasising the advantages 
of PTWs (powered two-wheelers), 
economic uncertainty should give 
the motorcycle industry an opportu¬ 
nity to get more people onto two 
wheels.” 

This last point was underlined by 
moped sales rising 47 per cent in 
May - some 21 per cent up over the 
first five months - mopeds being an 
increasingly popular choice for short 
distance commuting.

NEW and more complex 
testing for a full motorcycle 
licence is expected to fuel a 
rush of people keen to pass 
before changes arrive in 
October. 

The trade’s Motor Cycle Industry 
Association (MCIA) has launched a 
‘Now’s the Time’ campaign to raise 
awareness of the test changes, which 
include theory, compulsory basic 
tests (CBT), full tests and direct 
access tests. 

There are typically around 80,000 
powered two-wheeler (PTW) test 
applications with more than 50,000 
passes annually, but 2007 saw an 
increase and the MCIA expects a fur¬ 
ther hike in 2008 as would-be riders 
scramble to beat the new arrange¬ 
ments driven by EU directives. 

Post-October, as well as facing a 


sterner test, applicants can also 
expect longer waiting times, dearer 
testing and fewer test centres - down 
from about 200 to just 60. 

Those who already have a motorcy¬ 
cle CBT certificate, and people look¬ 
ing to get into biking for the first 
time, are being urged by the MCIA 
not to delay - check out its website 
www.takeyourtestnow.com. 

MCIA spokesman Craig Carey- 
Clinch said: “PTW riders are proba¬ 
bly already our best-trained road 
users. 

“The new test elements will help 
riders understand more about the 
capabilities of their machines, but 
there is concern about the additional 
expense of training and taking tests, 
and that the number of test centres 


around the country is being 
slashed. 

“The last time major changes 
to test procedures were brought 

in back in 1997, we saw a huge rise 
in test applications as people tried to 
beat the deadline. We expect history 
to repeat itself.” 

National Motorcycle Week (July 
14-20), with Ride to Work Day on 
July 16, will also highlight the cam¬ 
paign and the benefits of bikes, espe¬ 
cially with the higher cost of living 
and motoring and public transport’s 
failure to bridge the gap.

Mr Carey-Clinch added: “PTWs are 
part of the solution to road conges¬ 
tion. They take up minimal space 
and journey times can easily be up to 
60 per cent quicker than in a car. 

“They are not hit with congestion 
charges and are easy or cheap to 
park. Running costs are low and so 
are C02 emissions. 

“Above all, they are fun to ride and 
instil a sense of freedom a car and 
public transport can never offer. 
There’s never been a better time to 
get on a bike.”

ONE of Kent’s most famous his¬ 
toric urban sites is set to be rejuve¬ 
nated by its new owner which has 
unveiled extensive marketing 
plans to promote the area. 

Targetfollow, new owner of The Pantiles in 
Tunbridge Wells, has wasted no time advanc¬ 
ing its vision for the colonnade as the jewel in 
the town’s retail crown and what it sees as 
huge potential as a shopping, arts and enter¬ 
tainment destination in the South East. 

It is one of the UK’s leading property invest¬ 
ment, development and management groups, 
and acquired the upper Pantiles in January, 
having been the owner of the lower Pantiles 
and Com Exchange for four years. 

It says it can now work with tenants to 
“realise the area’s enormous potential”. The 
first step has been the appointment of two 
Kent agencies to develop a marketing, public¬ 
ity and varied events programme. 

The creative team from Woodreed, actually 
based there, aims to develop a fresh brand 
through advertising and marketing building 


on the message ‘Indulge Yourself in The 
Pantiles’. Meantime, a PR team from Adams 
Creative in Maidstone will manage a line-up 
of events and media publicity to draw in more 
people and create a local buzz. 

The colonnaded walkway, once the play¬ 
ground of the gentry and royalty, remains a 
pleasant place to browse, shop, eat and drink 


and stroll. The Pantiles owes its beginnings to 
the discovery of the Chalybeate spring in the 
early 17th century and the popularity of spa 
water in Georgian England. As the town grew, 
so did the area surrounding the spring, even¬ 
tually leading to the building of the colonnad¬ 
ed walkway in the 18th century, later known 
as The Pantiles. 


In its Georgian heyday The Walks, as they 
were then known, were hugely popular and a 
strict protocol was adhered to: gentry on the 
Upper Walks, the colonnade, and everyone else 
on the Lower Walks. 

Richard ‘Beau’ Nash, a dandy of the day, 
made it his business to ensure that this proto¬ 
col was adhered to by acting as a kind of 
Master of Ceremonies during the season in 
Tunbridge Wells and in the town’s rival, Bath. 

Norwich-based Targetfollow was set up in 
1992 and has a substantial portfolio of office, 
industrial and retail buildings in more than 30 
towns, including Centre Point in London. 

Andrew Gower, centre manager, said: “We’ve 
got two great local agencies on board who 
believe in our vision of The Pantiles alive with 
people enjoying music, events, al fresco dining 
and a little bit of retail heaven.” 

Adrienne Robins, PR manager at Adams, 
which was set up in 1984, said: “We’re plan¬ 
ning a fantastic line-up of events. There’ll be 
everything from jazz to Shakespeare and art 
exhibitions to book signings.” 

Gillian Ratcliffe, account director at 
Woodreed, said: “Our approach is to get to 
know a brand inside out, which ensures our 
programme is based on strategic thinking to 
breathe new life into this very special area.” 


African icon could be next superfood 


FRUITS of the iconic African baobab tree 
could be finding their way onto our shelves 
as a nutritious food as part of a billion dol¬ 
lar industry, if the European Commission 
gives the go-ahead, writes Tony Patey. 

The Natural Resources Institute, based 
at the University of Greenwich at Medway, 
has produced a report predicting that the 
baobab could provide a lifeline to millions 
of farming families in Africa. Baobabs are 
a common feature of the landscape in 


southern Africa and its fruits have been 
eaten for generations. They are high in 
vitamin C, rich in antioxidants and fibre, 
and a source of calcium and iron. The insti¬ 
tute says they could become an ingredient 
in healthy snacks in the UK. 

The European Commission is consider¬ 
ing an application to import the fruit by 
non-profit trade association PhytoTrade 
Africa. Under EU legislation any food not 
eaten in Europe prior to 1997 is classified 


as a novel food and must gain special 
approval. A decision is expected soon and 
if successful, it could lead to large-scale 
importation. Ben Bennett, an agricultural 
economist at the institute who has been 
working with PhytoTrade, said: “We could 
see thousands of tonnes brought over and 
used in products such as cereal bars. 

“It could become a billion dollar industry 
and provide employment for more than 2.5 
million African households.”

It can be mind 
over matter 
for sickly staff 


THERE’S a lot in the mind when 
it comes to getting ill employees 
back to work - it’s not just a mat¬ 
ter of bosses sitting back and 
accepting medical certificates. 

That’s the basis of research which has been 
carried out against a background of continu¬ 
ing failures to break down barriers to effec¬ 
tive rehabilitation which is costing Britain’s 
manufacturers up to £610 million a year. 

The findings were highlighted in a report 
on sickness absence published by EEF, the 
manufacturers’ organisation, in partnership 
with Unum, the one of the UK’s leading dis¬ 
ability insurers. 

The report shows that organisations saying 
they do not encounter barriers to rehabilitat¬ 
ing employees, on average, have sickness 
absence rates that are 0.7 per cent lower. 

Barriers to rehabilitation that most affect¬ 
ed sickness absence rates were identified in 
the report as the “misconceptions about the 
effect of the employee’s health condition”, 
“employee resistance to rehabilitation”, “the 
role of GPs in promoting rehabilitation” and 
“concern about employees being protected 
under the Disability Discrimination Act”.

Sayeed Khan said: “Promoting rehabilitation 
in the workplace is the single biggest factor 
that government, employers, employees and 
healthcare professionals can address in tack¬ 
ling our sickness absence record.” 

Professor Mike O’Donnell, Unum chief 
medical officer, said: “We know that many of 
the things that prevent people from return¬ 
ing to work are unrelated to their actual 
health condition. 

“Our work with Cardiff University has 
highlighted the importance of psychosocial 
factors - including beliefs, fears and advice 
from family - in prolonging absence from 
work and these results confirm the employ¬ 
ee’s condition is only one of many factors. 

“Employers and healthcare professionals 
need much greater awareness of these psy¬ 
chosocial issues when assessing how to help 
people return to work.” 

Eighty-seven per cent of companies now 
have a written policy on absence manage¬ 
ment, while 38 per cent of managers received 
training in managing long-term sic kn ess 
absence, up from 34 per cent in the 2007 
survey.

Home-working - Can it work for you? 


Paul Gresham, Senior Partner for KPMG in Gatwick 
looks at the thorny issue of home working and puts his 
case forward on the value it can add to an 
organisation. 

Last month the Government announced plans to give an extra 4.5 million 
parents the right to request flexible working arrangements, following 
recommendations of an independent review. 

The plans mean that the right to request flexible working will be extended 
to parents with children aged up to 16. The current age limit is six. 

In the latest quarterly CIPD/KPMG Labour Market Outlook (LMO) survey of 
UK employers, more than two thirds of employers (69%) never or 
occasionally accept employee requests to work from home. This is 
despite the fact that, of the employers who offer home-working, only 8% 
believe home-workers are less productive than their office-bound 
colleagues, while 30% say they are more productive. The remainder of 
employers say home-working makes no difference to productivity. 


A fifth of organisations (19%) say that they are more likely to accept 
requests from managers or professionals and requests are accepted 
more regularly in the public sector than the private sector. Thirty-five 
percent of public sector organisations frequently accept requests, 
compared to 21% of private sector organisations. 

This slow increase in the take-up of home-working defies the evidence. 
While the cost of home-working has gone down, the cost of commuting 
has shot up and so there is no doubt that the allure of home-working for 
employees is becoming greater. Commuting can cause so much stress 
that for many workers it often feels like a day's work has been done just 
getting to the office! 

We also know that employees, particularly younger workers, are 
increasingly looking to work for organisations with strong green 
credentials - which can be enhanced by using home-working to 
discourage unnecessary travel. Employers and managers therefore need 
to have more confidence in their staff, policies and in their own 
management capability to ensure that they recruit, retain and make the 
best use of the talent they have. 


HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) has recognised the increasing popularity 
of home-working arrangements and have increased the tax and national 
insurance contribution (NIC) free guideline rate employers can pay home 
working employees without keeping records as of 6 April 2008. Employers 
can reimburse home-working staff for any additional household expenses 
they incur, without incurring an extra tax or NIC charge 

In KPMG’s experience, offering home-working can be a great motivator 
for people. It can also put a company in a stronger position when 
competing to recruit and retain talented people. Flexible working can help 
improve the productivity, morale and wellbeing of employees. 

So it appears that the much-heralded revolution in home-working is yet 
to take place. Inflexible approaches to home-working risk restricting the 
competitiveness and growth of UK organisations if employer and 
managerial mindsets do not change. Employers need to be more 
progressive to improve the morale and well-being of employees and the 
productivity of employers and the wider economy.

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No stigma 
to refusal

BEING turned down plan¬ 
ning permission for a resi¬ 
dential development was 
once a black mark - now 
it’s a great way to get feed¬ 
back on a proposal. 

In fact, according to Kent proper¬ 
ty experts RPC Land and New 
Homes, refusals are sometimes the 
only way of getting feedback. 

In years gone by, refusal of plan¬ 
ning permission often meant the 
end of the line for a housing devel¬ 
opment, or at least would make it 
much harder for it to go ahead. 

But before submitting an applica¬ 
tion, developers could meet local 
authority planning officers to dis¬ 
cuss the most suitable design, lay¬ 
out and make-up of a proposed 
application. 

So applications could be submit¬ 
ted, which already had received

input from the council and allowed 
developers to take on board any 
comments. But things are different 
now. 

RPC director Mark Linington 
said officers now have much less 
time to speak with applicants. 

He said: “Planning has changed a 
lot and these days it can be very dif¬ 
ficult to talk to a planning officer 
before submitting an application as 
they are so busy due to increased 
development and workload. 

“Therefore, it is often very hard to 
get any feedback on what needs to 
be taken into consideration for a 
development to get permission. 

“It is becoming more common to 
only find out what’s perceived to be 
wrong with an application once it is 
refused. 


“Developers often then make 
amendments based on the refusal 
reasons before submitting a fresh 
application. 

“These days there isn’t the stigma 
that a refusal used to have and I 
have known applications be turned 
down two or three times before 
finally getting permission.” 

He added: “Local authorities have 
a time frame of eight weeks for 
minor applications to be processed 
and a decision made. 

“If targets are met, councils are 
financially rewarded by the 
Government. 

“This doesn’t seem right, as they 
have an incentive to make a deci¬ 
sion quickly rather than perhaps 
making it correctly.”

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Hard day’s night 

Team set for gruelling Le Mans race 


By TOM HOWARD 


ONE of the world’s most gruelling 
and prestigious motor races 
awaits Kent-based motorsport 
team Team Jota as they bid for 
glory in the Le Mans 24 hours. 

Team Jota, based near Tunbridge Wells, were 
formed in 2000 by driver Sam Hancock and 
John Stack and they will be entering a team in 
the top LMP1 category for the fourth time. 

They will be in direct competition with race 
favourites Audi and Peugeot at the event in 
France, who have 1997 Formula One champi¬ 
on Jacques Villeneuve making his debut. 

The Le Mans 24 hours is an annual event, 
which began back in 1923 with just two driv¬ 
ers sharing a car to complete the race. Today 
three drivers share a car on the famous Le 
Mans course that is 8.5 miles long. 

Test 

The event is one of the jewels in the motor- 
sport crown and is a real test for drivers and 
teams to keep their car going from 4pm on 
Saturday before taking the chequered flag at 
4pm on Sunday. 

Joining Jota in the Lola Judd car for this 
year’s race, are 1988 Le Mans winner Jan 
Lammers, American Greg Pickett and Ger¬ 
man Klaus Graf. The team’s best finish was 
eighth overall last year. 

Team manager Sam Hignett said: 'We have 
had some fairly good finishes over the years 
but it is very difficult these days as we are up 
against the factory diesel cars of Audi and Peu¬ 
geot. A top eight position is pretty good for us.

“Le Mans is completely different event from 
anything else, from how we prepare the car to 
the amount of team members we take to the 
race. We take a team of doctors and physios to 
this one. We have 48 people working for us for 
the whole weekend.” 

The cars will reach speeds in excess of 
200mph four times each lap and teams will 
aim to complete 350 laps which is about 2,975 
miles. Danish driver Tom Kristensen holds 
the record for most wins with seven. 

One of the most important features of the 
race is driving through the night at speed and 
keeping all the members of the team focused 
according to Hignett, who has driven the 
event in the past. 

He said: ‘It can be a difficult task to make 
sure the team is focused through the night 



especially for the engineers who have to look 
at data throughout the race. The mechanics 
should get about 40 minutes’ sleep in between 
pit stops. Drivers will drive for a couple of 
hours and then sleep for four hours. 

“It is actually easier to drive in the night 
than the day as you just focus on the beam of 
light in front of you. The problem with that is 
when something occurs in front of you there is 
very little time to react.”

A WEIGHT penalty on his Air¬ 
waves Ducati machine could prove 
a stumbling block as Shane Byrne 
marches towards his second British 
Superbike Championship. 

The sport’s governing body, MotorSportVision 
Racing, introduced a new rule last month 
changing the overall weight limit of the four- 
cylinder Ducati bikes. 

At the start of the season the base weight for 
the bike was 165kg, but this was increased by 
10 kilograms to 175kg at the last meeting at 
Donington Park on May 26. 

Sheppey rider Byrne and his Ducati have won 
six out of the first eight races and have only 
dropped 10 points in the championship so far. 

His run sees him with a commanding 68- 
point lead with 190 points, while team-mate 
Leon Camier, from Ashford, lies in third place 
on 107 points. 

However, after a meeting with the champi¬ 
onship’s governing body at Brands Hatch last 
Friday, a compromise was found and Airwaves 


Ducati made this statement: ‘We firmly believe 
this weight increase is wholly unjustified 
and has been made without any regard to the 
actual performance comparison between the 
Ducati 1098R Superbike and its four-cylinder 
competitors. 

Parameters 

“However, following a meeting with the 
Motorcycle Circuit Racing Control Board we 
are pleased they agreed to our proposal to pro¬ 
vide a tolerance of two-kilograms to the mini¬ 
mum weight of 175kg, thereby allowing us to be 
able to continue our racing activities in this 
year’s British Superbike Championship, whilst 
keeping to within the safe dry weight parame¬ 
ters as instructed by Ducati Corse.” 

This afternoon the team will compete in the 
fifth meeting of the season at Snetterton, which 
will be their first race since the weight penalty. 

Byrne believes the race will be difficult even 


without the penalty, but is frustrated his team 
have been hit by this decision. 

Byrne told Kent on Sunday: “I think Snetter¬ 
ton will be one of the more difficult races for us 
because of the long straights and our bike is not 
one of the quickest in a straight line. 

‘However, we have got a fantastic package 
over the race distance and I will be annoyed if we 
do not come away with at least a podium finish. 

“It will also be our first time racing with the 
extra weight, which will tell us just how much 
our pace has been affected. 

“We have had a test with the extra weight on 
the bike, but it has proved a bit inconclusive as 
poor weather halted proceedings. 

“I mean you can worry about it - it is frustrat¬ 
ing - but that will not help me. I have just got 
to focus on racing.”

SIDECAR ace Tim Reeves has 
confirmed he will be racing in 
next year’s Isle of Man TT after 
securing the best finish by a 
rookie in the event for 30 years.

SECURING promotion to the 
Football League and getting more 
support for the club are the main 
features of Ebbsfleet United’s 
manifesto ahead of the new season. 

John Moules has officially taken over from 
Brian Kilcullen as the club’s chairman on a 
part-time basis, while David Davis is the new 
Ebbsfleet chief executive whose task it is to 
build on last season’s FA Trophy success. 

Top of the list for the duo is to improve 
the number of people through the gate at 
Stonebridge Road. 

The club’s average gate last season was 
just 1,087, even though 27,000 fans made 
the trip to Wembley for the FA Trophy final 
triumph against Torquay United in May. 

One of Moules’ main aims is to improve the 
club’s attendance at home, a directive that 
has already been helped with the news the 
Gravesend club have doubled the amount of 
season tickets sold from 245 to 535. 

The chairman is looking to build up 
support, particularly in the Gravesend area, 
but admits this will only happen if perform¬ 
ances on the pitch continue and the team are 
successful. 

Moules told Kent on Sunday: “I feel the 
club should be receiving a greater support 
and can make it to the Football League, these 
are my main aims. 

“The area of Gravesend can support Ebbs¬ 
fleet United well, but the only way we are 
going to draw the crowds into the ground is 
to have success on the pitch. 

“If that occurs fans will follow, but I have to 
say I was absolutely delighted to hear on my 
first day in the job that season ticket sales 
have doubled which shows we are going in 
the right direction.” 

Moules was quick to praise the work 
already achieved by manager Liam Daish on 
the playing side as well as the groundwork 
put in by outgoing chairman Kilcullen, 
who is instrumental in the club’s plans for a 
new ground. 

He said: “I was impressed by the enthusi¬ 
asm there is around the club after the FA 
Trophy win and the great job manager Liam 
Daish has done. 

“He is keen to push the club on. Everyone 
is already working really hard on the appear¬ 
ance of the ground for the first game, which 
shows me that people care about this club. 

“The new stadium is also another priority 


for the club and I have to say Brian Kilcullen 
has done a great job and we will be working 
together in order to progress with the 
process.” 

Unique 

Mr Moules has a wealth of knowledge of 
non-league football after eight years as chief 
executive of the Conference League and is 
looking forward to the challenge of dealing 
with 30,000 website members. 

He added: “The way in which the club is 
run interests me too, as 30,000 members 
have the chance to air their views and make 


decisions. I am looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge of this unique feature. 

“You can criticise it, but the way I look at it 
is - 60,000 people go to watch teams like 
Arsenal and Manchester United and never 
get to air their opinions. 

“This way the club can use the members for 
feedback on how the club is doing and will be 
able to act and react to matters. 

“Sometimes working at the club, you can 
become too close and not see something that 
is a problem.” 

Davis joins as chief executive on a full-time 
basis and feels gaining promotion to the 


Football League for the first time in the 
club’s history is the main aim for the Fleet. 

This is his first job in football and he will be 
working closely with Moules in order to push 
the club forward. 

He said: “One promise I will make to the 
fans is they will receive regular communica¬ 
tions from me, giving updates on the progress 
of our initiatives and making recommenda¬ 
tions to them for their consideration. 

“The challenge is fascinating, particularly 
in terms of keeping to Will’s [Brooks, MyFC 
creator] original concept of giving football 
back to the fans.”

Indian issues nut cloud over Champions League place

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KENT chief executive Paul Millman 
had no reservations about playing 
'rebel’ Indian Cricket League players 
in the Twenty20 Cup, despite the pos¬ 
sibility it could affect the club’s hopes 
of playing in the Champions League. 

While the sport should be talking about the 
prospect of the inaugural Champions League - a 
competition launched by the controlling bodies in 
England, South Africa, Australia and India - 
comments by Lalit Modi of the Board of Control 
for India, has cast an unwanted shadow over the 
Twenty20 tournament.

Twenty20 Cup holders Kent, dream of an opportu¬ 
nity to earn money similar to that of football 
teams, Modi’s words caused a stir after he was 
quoted this week as saying, “any Indian Cricket 
League player playing for any team categorically 
disqualifies that team from participating. No 
exceptions will be made under any circumstances.” 

Both Mahmood and Kemp played in the ‘unau¬ 
thorised’ ICL before the summer season started 
in England, putting Kent’s eligibility in 
question, but the county club are not alone 
as 14 others also have players with ICL con¬ 
nections.

There are still details to be 
ironed out as to how the 
Champions League tour¬ 
nament will run, but the 
potential of earning big 
money is not lost on 
opening batsman Joe 
Denly. 

He said: “I have not 
looked into it too much, 
or know that much 
about it but if someone j 
is offering that • 
amount of money to 
the winner of the 
competition then I 
guess that incentive 


to do well is there. For me personally, I am 
just focusing on each game and doing my 
best for Kent and if that gets us in the final 
and we get £2.5 million that would be quite 
nice.” 

Questions about the competition will con¬ 
tinue to rage on, but Millman expects the 
finer details of the Twenty20 tournament 
and its benefits to be made known by the 
time the English final is contested. 

He said: “When we get to the end of 
the tournament there will be some 
rules and the closer we get there 
will be some terms that will 
unfold. 

At the moment we don’t know any¬ 
thing about the prize money. Does it 
go to the club, is it shared 
around the players, it is win¬ 
ner takes all? These are all 
things being worked out. 
“In an ideal world we 
would like this sorted 
out, but this is a long¬ 
term project and if 
there are a few 
teething problems 
along the way then so 
^e it. 

“Rather than pick¬ 
ing at the nega¬ 
tives, we have got 
to see what it will 
do for cricket and 
everything else will 
fall into place.”
